CHZOAOO, May 29.—The grand jury 
last evening, aftw a session of nearly 
seven hours, indicted Detective Daniel 
Coughlin, P. O. SullivaQ, the Lake 
View ice dealer, and Frank Black, alias 
Woodruff, for the willful murder of Dr. 
P. H. Cronin. 


There was a report privately men- 
tioned that 
when Coughlin 
heard 
of his indictment he at once sent for 
Captain Schaack and gave him a com- 
plete statement of all he knew, acknowl- 
edging that he had lied from beginning 
to end about the Smiths, from Hancock, 
Mich., in order to save himself from ex- 
plaining his connection with the con- 
spiracy fully. An attempt to reach 
Captain Schaack failed and the report 
could not be verified. 


Black, alias Woodruff, was also much 
concerned over his indictment, and was 
known to have had a long conversation 
with a detective after midnight, in which 
he gave the names of several persons 
alleged to be implicated in the murder. 


The last reports last night indicated 
that Sullivan, Coughlin and "Wood- 
ruff" were running a race in the 
"squealing" line in order to beat each 
other in securing immunity from pun- 
ishment by becoming a witness for the 
state; it was said Coughlin was in the 
lead. 


THE DETEONVES AT WOBK. 


The Pinkertons have ascertained that 
City Detectives Coughlin and Whalen 
hurried a man off on a Northwestern 
train on the night of the 4th, the even- 
ing of Dr. Cronin's disappearance. 


The police yesterday made another in- 
vestigation of the Ashland avenue house 
and discovered some new nails on the 
floor. It was at once inferred that the 
conspirators had removed some of the 
boards and buried Dr. Cronin's clothes, 
jewelry and medicid box between the 
two floors. Last night oflBlcers were de- 
tailed to pry up the flooring, but the re- 
sult of their search has not been made 
public. 


AKOTHEB ABBEST. 


It is quietly given out to-day that the 
police made another arrest in the Cro- 
nin case this morning. 
Willard J. 
Smith, the Michigan friend of Cough- 
lin, is the man reported to have been 
mysteriously gathered in by the police. 
Smith is the man for whom Coughlin 
says he hired the horse and buggy on 
the night Dr. Cronin was murdered. A 
day or two ago Smith, who suddenly 
turned up, denied that he went out rid- 
ing that night, but later developments 
indicate that he lied when he made that 
statement. 
It seems as though the po- 
lice had struck another important lead 
in the case. 


IBISHMEK IN THE DABK. 


With the exception of W. J. Hynes, 
the attorney, it is evident that all the 
prominent Irishmen are shut out of the 
police conference, and are totally in the 
dark in regard to the course being pur- 
sued by the authorities in the Cronin 
investigation. 


Luke Dillon, of Philadelphia, has en- 
tered a vigorous protest against the ac- 
tion of the Chicago police, and says 
they are not on the right track, and will 
not listen to suggestions from men in a 
position to put them on the light way. 


He says it is a sure thing that no 
Irish society had anything to do with 
the murder of Cronin, and is evidently 
a n g r y to think that the police would 
think of such a thing for a moment and 
is anxious to turn them from investiga- 
tion in that line. As a matter of fact 
Mr. Dillon does not know and has no 
means of knowing what course the police 
are persuing. 
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Ind., was arrested yesterday at that 
plaoe, charged with being in the Gronin 
murder. He is snqaeoted of being the 
person who drove the rig containing the 
remains of the murdered Dr. Cronin 
from the cottage on Ashland avenue to 
the catch-basin where the body was af- 
terwards found. 


THE TIP ON STABKR. 


The Tribune this mining publishes 
many columns of a reporter's investiga- 
tion into Starkey's connections with the 
Cronin murder. It says: 


"The proof is conclusive that fitarkey 
supplied Charles Long, the Toronto re- 
porter, with the cue and materials for 
the latter's reports of Cronin's presence 
in Canada and interviews with him. 
For months before the murder Starkey 
was in communication with the acknowl- 
edged enemies of Dr. Cronin and has 
been since. 


SMTTH JB BEXIEASED. 


The report that Willard J. Smith, of 
Michigan, had been arrested for com- 
plicity in the Cronin murder is now 
stated to be untrue. He visited Chief 
Hubbard this morning and was taken to 
the jail, where Detective Coughlin was 
asked if he was the man referred to as 
the one who hired the white horse and 
buggy. Coughlin declared he was not 
the one and he was released. 


SOMBTHINA SENSATIONAII. 


State's Attorney Longenecker denied 
the sensational 
stories printed 
this 
morning as to the astounding revelations 
made to the grand jury yesterday by 
young Carlson, Captain Schaack and 
Pat Dinan, the liveryman. 


One story was that Carlson testified 
that Frank Williams, who rented the 
house where Cronin was murdered, was 
very intimate with Sullivan, the ice 
man, and was in the habit of going to 
Sullivan's house by the back door, and 
that on one occasion he saw Sullivan 
give Williams money as the two men 
stood together at a window in Sullivan's 
back room. 


Judge Longenecker says no evidence 
was given. 
He denies also the story 
that Captain Schaack had told the grand 
jury that he had a witness who had seen 
Sullivan and Woodruff together in a sa- 
loon and that Sullivan gave Woodruff a 
bank note for a large sum. 


A third was that Pat Donan, the liv- 
ery man, fully identified Willard Smith 
as the man who drove away the buggy 
•with the white horse which had been 
hired by Coughlin. 
This was also de- 
nied by Judge Longenecker. 


WOODBUFF TAIIKS. 


To a United Press reporter this morn- 
ing Woodruff, under indictment for 
complicity in the murder of Dr. 
Cronin, strongly denied having made 
any further 
confession to Captain 
Schaack. 
He declared he had told 
nothing different from his first story 
and regretted having told so much. 


He refused to say where he had met 
Detective Coughlin and remarked: "It 
might be putting a rope around his 
neck if I told What I know, and I'm not 
going to do it." 


P. O. Sullivan was removed from the 
Chicago avenue station to the county 
jail shortly after noon to-day. 


Chief of Police Hubbard tried his 
hand at pumping Coughlin and Wood- 
ruff this morning, but with what suc- 
cess is not known. 


BAISIKO TROBBGXmOS TUKDB.

The city council last night clipped off 
'all the fees attaching to the city offices 
and tumed the financial tide into the 
treasury, giving in lieu thereof fixed 
salaries to the public servants. 


This will make a difference to the city 
of from $8,000 to $10,000 a year. 


The fees attaching to the mayor's of- 
fice are figured all the way from $1,500 
to $2,500, and in palmy years they have 
reached $5,000. 
Instead of a salary of 
$1,700 and fees the mayor now receives 
$2,500, and, in view of the fees taken 
away, Mr. Harding thinks the sum not 
sufficient 


The fees accruing to the city clerk 
amount to some $700 or $800 annually. 
Instead of $2,350 and fees, that officer 
will have to struggle along on $2,500 
and no perquisites. 


The treasurer retains his fees but gets 
$100 less each year, whUe the day and 
night police officers from chief and 
marshal down are placed ou the old sal- 
ary schedule with fees clipped off en- 
tirely, but then all the salaries are offi- 
cially given in the council proceedings. 


Mayor Harding conducted the first 
police court under the new order of 
things this morning, and his earliest 
task was to provide a book for recording 
all the fines and fees, so that the figures 
can be examined at any time by the 
council committees. 


Henry Johnson and Albert Traftsger 
were arraigned for drunkenness and paid 
$10.50 each, sending -x clean $9 fee into 
the city treasury.
